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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The remarks was received and the amended claims will not be entered because they require further search. 
The independent claims were amended to read "for a view of a scene". Subjecting the claims to now read on several other areas such as 
movies, paintings, music videos and anything else that comprises of a view of a scene. Thus this other areas will need to be further 
searched. Dependent claims 7 and 31 will need to be further searched in particular for they now broadly claim "the capture device has 
depth capturing capability" as suppose to "depth capturing capability determines a relative distance of the head of the user to manipulate 
a scale of the scne being processed" as claimed before. Since these amendments results in broader claims, a broader search is needed. 
The examiner acknowledges the applicant's argument that Kang does not disclose tracking the depth (z direction). However, the claim 
language, as examined, does not provide such limitations. The claimed language, as examined, only provides the limitation of a depth 
capturing capability that determines a relative distance of the head of the user to manipulate a scale of the scene being presented. 
Therefore, this is what the examiner searched for. Thus, applicant should respectfully consider this in filing the next response.
